partially wrecked buildings in th** vt-! 
clatty of the mine and the condition 
of the few bodies found early in the 
rescue work indicate an explosion of 
such terrific force that it seems im­ 
possible that any one could have sur­ 
vived It. 
All of the thirteen bodies 
taken out tip to this time are terribly 
mutilated and three of them are head­ 
less. 
Thi sis the third mine disaster since 
the first of the month In the veins of 
bituminous coal underlying Western 
Pl nnsylvania and Western \ irginia, 
fo rthe Naomi mine, near Fayette City 
and the two mines at Monongah. W. 
Va., in which the earlier explosions 
happened, are in the same belt as the 
local workings. 
Today's catastrophe swells the num­ 
ber of victims of deadly mine gas in 
nineteen days to between 550 and SOO. 
That today’s disaster docs not equal 
or even surpass In loss of life and at­ 
tendant horrors the. one in West Vir­ 
ginia is due to the devotion to church 
duties of a conaiderable number of th** 
nine:?, in observance of a church fes­ 
tival many of the more than four hun- 
dren men regularly employed at the 
mine did not go to work this morn­ 
ing. Those who escaped through this 
reason are members of the Greek 
Catholic church and they suspended 
work to attend church.

These states contribute over 90 
per cen t of the total machine mined 
coal. 
Escanaba, M idi.—Following tho an­ 
nouncement of a further cut in wages 
25 experienced m achinists employed
